BEANS 


Beans should not be planted before the ground be- 
comes light and warm, in favorable seasons usually about the first of May. The soil should be rich and 
mellow, and the seeds scattered about 3 inches apart in drills that are 2 to'2™% feet apart, and covered 
about 2 inches deep. Successive sowings, made at intervals of about two weeks until the middle of July, 
will give a plentiful supply of beans throughout the season. One quart of seed will sow too feet of drill.

Seed for early crops should be sown in hotbeds about 
March 15. The plants may either be thinned to give them room to grow, 
or transplanted to another bed to grow until it is time to plant them in the 
open ground. For main crop, seed should be sown in the open air as soon 
as the soil and air are warm enough. They should be covered lightly, or 
merely pressed into the earth with a board if the soil is fine and mellow. 
The seed-bed must be kept free from weeds, and well watered in dry 
weather. When the plants are iarge enough, transplant them to shallow 
trenches or furrows, from 4 to 6 feet apart, according to the variety grown, 
setting the plants 6inches apart in the rows and pressing the soil firmly 
around them. Blanching consists of drawing earth up to the-stalks at 
intervals of about two weeks, until all but the tops of the plants are cov- 
ered. Celery may be kept for winter use in pits or cellars, or in deep, 
narrow trenches, in a dry situation; the latter must be covered with 
boards, with sufficient soil and manure on top to keep out the frost, leav- 
ing openings for ventilation in mild weather at short distances. An ounce 
of seed will produce about 2,000 plants.

CONSTRUCTION. The best grade of first-class Virginia Chestnut is 
used in making the panels, and they are put together with extra long 
tenons and mortises and carefully glued. It is impossible for the 
Cornell.to spring.a panel or open.a. joint..in.damp.,locations. or in 
tropical climes. 

The design of the Cornell embodies several exclusive features. 
One of the most noticeable and most important is the Patented Table 
Top which affords the operator clear surface upon which to place the 
eggs when turning or cooling them. It absolutely protects the Regu- 
lator Arm and its sensitive mechanism from outside interference. 

Another feature is the piano-fitting legs, which are readily attached 
and adjusted without tools or trouble. 


INSULATION. The double walls of the case are packed with cot- 
ton batting that has been made light and fluffy in a specially con- 
structed picking machine. Thetop of the machine is protected by 
a laminated cotton batting and straw-board packing.

It is as sensitive 
and accurate as a thermometer and positively indestructible. Com- 
parative tests have proven that it excels any similar device that has 
ever been invented. 


THE HEATER. The Fire- and Smoke-proof Heater of the Cornell 
is made of heavy galvanized iron, double-seamed, flanged and 
riveted at all the joints. The Heater is placed at one side of the In- 
cubator, entirely clear of it, with the lamp 7 inches distant from the 
woodwork. The direct heat from the lamp flame does not pass into 
the hatching chamber, but is separated by double metal walls com- 
posing the lamp chimney, the fresh-air intake and the escape flue. 
The lamp fumes and gases are discharged into the outer air through 
the last named, and cannot gain access into the Incubator. The en- 
tire tet is encased by a laminated asbestos jacket 2% inches 
thick. 


THE LAmp. The Automatic Moisture Lamp is made of heavy gal- 
vanized iron with an interior perforated ring half the diameter of the 


bowl, which braces the top and bottom and does away with the 
“bellows action’’ when pressing the lamp against the heater. There 
is a double top with moisture pads which automatically supply mois- 
ture into the egg chamber when required. 

THE CORNELT. NURSERY. The Cornell Nursery for chicks is 
situated immediately below the egg tray. As soon as released from 
the shell, the chicks move forward, attracted by the light, and fall to 
the burlap frame and find a snug comfortable resting place until the 
hatch is cleaned up, when they are ready to be taken to the Brooder.

Whenthelamp is com- 
plete and in position in the brooder, the slide acts as a floor as well 
as the outer wall of the lamp chamber which contains the burner 
only. The oil fount is exposed to the currents of outer air which 
continually circulate around it.

HEATING AND VENTILATION. The system of heating and venti- 
lation insures a continuous supply of fresh, warmed air to the chicks 
in the Brooder. The fresh air enters through openings on either 
side below the floor of the Brooder, passes over the metal diaphragm, 
gradually acquires the proper temperature when it comes in contact 
with the heated dome, then rises into the hover casting and is uni- 
formly diffused through a perforated metal cylinder into the circular 
hover. Should the hover temperature go too high the warmed air 
finds its exit through openings in the cone register, which acts as a 
thermostat and is controlled by a slight turn of the hover; on the 
other hand, should the temperature be too low, close the register and 
the warmed air is retained under the hover. This perfect system of 
heating avoids warm spots in the Brooder and prevents the chicks 
from crowding.

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A BEAUTIFUL LAWN 


Is the Result of Solving Under Proper 
Conditions Our Ebergreen Lalon Seed 


>OOD soil and proper drainage are absolutely necessary to produce a good lawn. There should be no less than one foot of good surface 
3 soil, heavy loam where possible. In light or sandy soil the grass has a tendency to burn out in hot, dry weather. Where it is 
necessary to grade the surface the subsoil should be removed and replaced with good earth. 

Unless the soil is sufficiently rich apply a liberal quantity of well-rotted manure; dig or plow this in and incorporate with the 


soil. Rake or harrow the surface even, and after sowing the seed rake again lightly and firm the soil with a lawn-roller. Never attempt to 


dig, rake or roll a iawn when the ground is wet. 


The best time to make a lawn is as early in spring as the ground is in good tillable condition, although very satisfactory results are 


obtained from lawns made during the summer and autumn. 


.When the young grass is from 3 to 4 inches high it should be mown, but not too short, as close cropping is injurious to a new lawn. 


Repeat the mowing at intervais of about ten days. 


After the iawn is once well established frequent roilings are beneficial, especially 


early in spring, after the soil and with it the roots of the grass have been drawn up by the winter’s frost. 
On banks and terraces, where the seed is liable to be washed off by rains before it has sprouted, 2 quick catch can be secured by 
mixing the seed with moist earth about one week before sowing; at the expiration of that time much of the seed is ready to sprout.
